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He's Expendable

Truman Aide Prepares His Own Exit 


A Moral To Be Noted 
S 
INCE March 27 the residents of Cleveland 
have been aware of an impending show­ 
down between their police department and a 
chronic police offender, A bad actor named 
Shondor Birns and four of his asrociates in 
local gambling rackets were charged with 
bombing the automobile of another racketeer. 
It was evident that if Birns, the city s. most 
notorious hoodlum, could be sent to prison 
the police department and the city at large 
could share a conviction that the law was 
bigger than organized hoodlum ism. 
It has 
been a matter of deep doubt in Cleveland for 
some time. 
An aggressive safety director, 
Alvin J. Sutton, has been trying to resolve 
the doubt in favor of the law. 
Birns and his pals were found not guilty 
this week. 
There immediately was much 
handshaking between jurors, defendants and 
defendants’ lawyers. Spectators in the court­ 
room cheered the verdict The judge, hear­ 
ing the verdict was silent and grim. He in­ 
structed the prosecutor’s office to institute 
contempt proceedings against Birns for the 
second time on a charge ? f tampering with 
the jury. The deputy inspector of 
police 
muttered, ‘That’s it Go ahead, give them the 
keys to the city. They’ve got carte blanche. 
That’s the way 12 good citizens of the com­ 
munity want it.” 
The moral: Citizens who coddle hoodlums 
and patronize their rackets shouldn’t be up­ 
set when their law-enforcement officers be­ 
gin to wonder what’s the use of beating their 
heads against a stone walL 


Local Responsibility 
T 
HE House Banking Committee’s approval of 
a bill extending rent control only if local 
communities vote for it might be the text of 
a political discussion that needs more discuss­ 
ing than it has been getting these last few 
years. 
Rent control is a hot potato. That is why 
there still is a federal rent-control law in ex­ 
istence five years after the end of the war 
which 
made rent control necessary. 
Con- 
rid of it; they would jump at a chance to let 
local politicians handle the issue—to reverse 
gressional politicians don’t know how to get 
the recent trend toward big government. 
Most congressional politicians were local 
politicians at one time. They understand the 
advantages of decentralizing the risk of hand­ 
ling hot potatoes. No one gets burned ser­ 
iously. The federal government is relieved of 
its pressure-bloc problem. And more issues 
are decided at the only level wh£ re intelligent 
decisions are possible—at the level where the 
people involved know one another. 
There is less danger of red tape and top- 
heavy bureaucracy if local government is 
made to accept maximum 
responsib ility. 
Local spending is watched more closely. Local 
taxpayers 
are more likely to know what’s 
going on; when they see something they don’t 
like, furthermore, they have a habit of doing 
something about it 
Government is under 
tighter controL 
In a word, the federal government didn’t 
grow strong by biting off more than it could 
chew. It grew strong b ecause it reflected the 
strength of thousands of local governing units 
which were chewing what they had bitten off. 
And lately, while Washington has been bloat­ 
ing up to Gargantuan proportions, 
its weak­ 
nesses, too, have b een reflections of weakness 
in local government The best b rake the coun­ 
try could ask for would be more hot potatoes 
sent home, where they b elong. 


R 
OY BLOUGH, new third man 
on President Truman’s Coun­ 
cil of Economic Advisers, 
will 
come to the job with a commit­ 
ment to q uit it if he finds he isn t 
doing any good. 
Blough was formerly head of 
treasury tax research. 
He left 
that at the end of the war and 
wen-, b ack to teaching economics 
at University of Chicago. 
Last Decemb er Blough made a 
speech b efore an American Ec­ 
onomics Association meeting in 
New York. His sub ject was,“Po­ 
litical and Administrative 
Re­ 
q uirements for achieving Eco­ 
nomic Stab ility.” 
Dr. Edwin G. Nourse had just 
resigned as chairman of the CEA. 
Blough at that time was not even 
b eing considered for memb er­ 
ship on the Council. 
But 
the 
speecn he made 
may have had 
something to do with his selec­ 
tion for the 
job 
four months 
later. 
Blough’s speech was really an 
analysis of what makes the work 
of a presidential economic ad­ 
viser almost impossib le to 
do. 
Blough concluded that the Coun- 
cU of Economic Advisers should 
b e 
ab solutely 
independent 
of 
presidential or 
other 
political 
pressure in whatever it recom­ 
mended. Then came this kicker; 
‘’Perhaps we should look 
on 
Council memb ers as expendab le, 
each carrying forward the work 
as far ashe individually can, then 
retiring in favor of others who 
can carry it farther b efore they, 
too, drop b y the wayside. I sug­ 
gest that even the institution of 
the Council itself is expendab le 
and that sooner or later it will 
b e cut down politically to b e re­ 
placed b y some other organiza­ 
tion carrying forward the same 
functions in somewhat different 
ways.” 


WHAT Blough seems to have 
done in this speech was to pre­ 
pare the way for his own exit 
even b efore he knew he was to 
enter the Council of Economic 
Advisers, and to predict its ulti­ 
mate end. 
Stories prevalent in Washing­ 
ton for the past few months— 
that President Truman was look­ 
ing for a new 
chairman to re­ 
place Dr. Nourse—were untrue. 
The President indicated he want­ 
ed Leon H. Keyserling for chair­ 
man and John D. Clark for vice 
chairman, right from the start. 
Senator Taft’s remark 
that 
these two, with Blough, “gives 
the President three left fielders,” 
is a good crack. But it is perti­ 
nent to note that the right field 
hasn’t contrib uted much of any­ 
thing to winning the b all game 
either. 
The Council, the Joint Con­ 
gressional Committee on the Ec­ 


onomic Report and the 
whole 
machinery set up b y the so-called 
“Full” Employmment Act of 1946 
still have their repuatations to 
make. 
Main achievements have prob ­ 
ab ly b een educational or inspira­ 
tion« -. Many copies of the Pres­ 
ident’s annual economic mes­ 
sages 
to Congress are prob ab ly 
tossed aside unread, or scanned, 
filed and forgotten. But some 10,- 
000 copies of every report have 
b een ordered b y colleege 
eco­ 
nomics 
departments and 
uni­ 
versity b usiness schools. The in­ 
fluence here, and on the real, 
thinking b usiness 
leaders 
ha^ 
prob ab ly b een greater than it 
has on Congress. 
The Council’s 
concept 
of a 
« 300,000,000,000 annual national 
economy has really taken hold 
in th 3 b usiness press. Originally, 
the Council thought and talked 
only in terms of achieving sta­ 
b ility. Now it concentrates on the 
need fo*- a constantly expanding 
economy. 


THE COUNCIL has taken the 
lead in promoting extension of 
social security and enlargement 
of the housing 
program. 
Re­ 
search for the President’s recent 
small 
b usiness 
recommenda­ 
tions to 
Congress 
was 
done 
largely through CEA. 
Where the Council has fallen 
down primarily is in its failure 
to develop good working rela­ 
tions, with the Joint Congres­ 
sional Committee on the Econom­ 
ic Report. This committee lab ored 
two years under a 
Repub lican 
chairman, Sen. Rob ert A. Taft 
if Ohio and produced nothing, 
it has now lab ored a year and 
a third under a Democrat, Sen. 
Joseph C. O’Mahoney, and pro­ 
duced nothing. There has b een 
no specific economic legislation 
for which either the Council or 
the committee can take credit. 
Thu Council admits it has not 
done a constructive job in the 
field of 
general 
tax 
reform. 
Bringing Roy Blough into the 
Council may correct that, since 
he is a tax expert. 
There is no thought of b eing 
ab le to set up a group of economic 
advisers so wise that everyone in 
Congress and out would b e will­ 
ing to follow its 
recommenda­ 
tions. But the Council so far has 
not reduced its discussion of po­ 
litical economics to grass roots 
levels. 
One study of the South’s econ­ 
omy b arely scratched the surface 
of that b ig prob lem. Only now, 
when unemployment seems to 
b e receding, is the Council mov­ 
ing towards special consideration 
of New England’s prob lems. The 
re-emerging prob lem of migra­ 
tory farm lab or unemployment 
has not even b een touched.

Security Day 
TT WILL take a few years to get used to the 
idea that the third Saturday in May is the 
date to commemorate the job performed b y 
the Armed Services — all of them together. 
It replace« the traditional Army Day, on 
April 6; Navy Day. 
on Oct. 27; Air Force 
Day, celeb rated for the first time on Sept. 17, 
194« , and the b irthday of the Marine Corps on 
Nov. 10.

No one wants to take away from any b ranch 
rf the Armed Services their precious tra­ 
ditions. But in the spirit of unification, each 
b ranch now* is expected to sub ordinate its 
Individual traditions to the development 
of 
a new concept of unity. The Armed Services 
cannot do this alone. They will need civilian 
help to make armed forces day—Security Day 
—the occasion it deserves to become in the 
} ears ahead.

One of the worst b lights in 
America today is the conflict 
which propagandists have b uilt 
j up b etween employers and em­ 
ployes. This war of group against 
group is actively agitated b y 
Communists and other radical 
, elements working for a “new So­ 
cial Order.” But the Socialists and 
Communists couldn’t successfully 
create enduring strife b etween 
these important groups in our 
American population ” if 
b ot h 
groups had a knowledge of b asic 
sound economics and real social 
justice. 
The true interests of b oth lab or 
and management are identical. 
Employees of a b usiness or indus­ 
try always have a moral right to 
req uest an increase in pay when 
there is incntesed 
productivity 
for w'hich they are directly re­ 
sponsib le. 
Social justice gives 
them right to req uest it, though 
not fcrce it. Under the capitalistic 
principles of private property and 
free enterprise no minority group 
has a right to take b y force the 
wealth of another, or in effect 
impose taxes upon others. 
Wage raise req uests are just, 
therefore, when the employees 
have themselves helped to b oost 
productivity and, thus, company 
income. Though 
social 
justice 
may in some instances decree that 
they 
b e 
given a 
share 
of 
profits or wealth they didn’t help 
create, they have no moral right 
to demand that. The Socialist doc­ 
trine, on the other hand, does 
not recognize the principle of pri­ 
vate property. It gives everyb ody 
the righ*. b y force of law, to par- 
txipate in the fruits of the pro­ 
duction of everyb ody else. That 
is the essence of Socialism. 
People 
who 
invest 
their 
savings (capital) in the estab ­ 
lishment and operation of a b us­ 
iness have the right, under the 
American system, to 
keep the 
profit. The only moral ob ligation 
on them is to accord just treat­ 


ment to the employees and the 
pub lic. Social 
justice 
decrees, 
further, that they reward the em­ 
ployees properly 
for increased 
productivity. But to do or not to 
do this is a prerogative of hu­ 
man rights. When, or if, an at­ 
tempt is made to estab lish this 
economically and socially sound 
code b y force of law—or b y any 
force — real social 
justice is 
thereupon violated. 
Therefore, the demand of So­ 
cialist or Communist propagan­ 
dists for a share in the profits of 
a b usiness solely on the b asis of 
their 
so-called “Social Justice” 
or “Economic Democracy,” and 
ignoring the fundamental rights 
of the b usiness ownership, can 
never 
b e harmonized with the 
! philosophy of American capita­ 
lism or real human justice. These 
! are fundamentals: (1) The en- 
| forced sharing of wealth is So­ 
cialism regardless of what lab el 
it may b e given. (2) The volun­ 
tary sharing of wealth is an 
American capitalist (and Chris­ 
tian) ideal which has b een lib ­ 
erally exercised. (3) And rewrard 
measured upon the b ase of pro­ 
ductivity is 
economically 
and 
morally sound. 
Dave Beck, leader oi the Inter­ 
national Brotherhood of Team­ 
sters, 
Chauffeurs, 
Warehouse­ 
men and 
Helpers of America, 
said in a recent speech: “There 
is no 
prob lem in human rela­ 
tionships so complex or so griev­ 
ous that it cannot b e solved rea­ 
sonab ly, if men of character, men 
with a sincere desire to cooper­ 
ate in mutual confidence, will 
sit down together around the con­ 
ference tab le, each respecting the 
rights and dignity of the other, 
and all inspired b y the will to 
serve the common good.” 
That’s a 
good 
statement. It 
is in contrast to one 
made a 
few weeks later b y Emil Mazey, 
secretary-treasurer of the Unit­ 
ed Automob ile 
Workers, in a 
speech to Chrysler strikers. He 
was q uoted as saying: “When we 
grow a little stronger we will de­ 
mand all that we produce.” This 
goal ignores the “rights and dig­ 
nity” of the investors who b uild 
the plants and finance purchase 
cf the machinery, 
raw mater­ 
ials and managerial skill to pro­ 
vide the job s .It is a disruptive 
statement, not a harmonizing one.

rpHERE is a government pam- 
phlet ab out everything under 
the sun—how to have b ab ies, 
b reed chinchillas, b uild a pond, 
go into b usiness for yourself, 
raise chickens and, naturally, how 
to take care of sheep. So. with 
misgivings, the Little Shepherd 
of the Faraway Hills sat down 
for a q uiet evening to learn ab out 
sheep. 
The q uiet was q uickly shat­ 
tered b y his muffled sob s and 
groans. That was last night. To­ 
day, while there is still time to 
salvage 
something 
from the 
wreckage of a rosy illusion, the 
Faraway Hills sheep are b eing 
offered to the highest b idder- 
offered while they are still alive, 
if they survive the day. Accord­ 
ing to the pamphlet they should 
have perished 
several 
months 
ago. 
What was b elieved to b e a proj­ 
ect with no more intrinsic r*sk 
than raising a b ab y, for instance, 
is clearly — according to the 
government’s experts — b eyond 
the ab ility of anyone without a 
college degree in animal hus­ 
b andry and 12 hours a day to 
devote to watchful waiting for 
the warning signals of imminent 
disaster. If the sheep survive 
b irth, they will b e laid low b y 
the b loat, b y ticks, malnutrition, 
malformation, or predatory ani­ 
mals. A mere b ab y, b y compari­ 
son is indestructib le. 
Moreover, if b y dint of tender 
care the sheep survive the pit­ 
falls of sudden seizure they will 
fizzle out from lack of attention 
to b lood lines, cross-b reeding « nd 
climatic conditions w'hich will 
hasten their death march. Or 
they may get hold of musty hay, 
or impale themselves on a strand 
of b arb ed wire. They will 
b e 
nuffed out b y an acute attack oi 
intestinal parasites, or b low the 
tops of their silly heads with a 
loco-weed jag. Even if they sur­ 
vive all of this, the grim reaper 
will catch up to them at lamb ing 
time. 
Nowhere in the pamphlet, net 
even in an ob scure footnote, is it 
conceded that someone might b e 
lucky enough to keep sheep with­ 
out a veterinary surgeon in daily 
attendance, plus a trained agron­ 
omist and an experienced dieti­ 
tian. One can only wonder b e­ 
tween sniffles of despair how it 
ever happened that generation: 
of ignorant country b oys and 
girls managed to raise enough 
sheep to give the government ex­ 
perts something to worry ab out 
midway through the 20th century. 
The same thing is true of chick­ 
ens. Anyone wanting to learn 100 
good reasons why he cannot raise 
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chickens can discover them in two 
hours while curled up m a 
two 
trap nest with half a dozen gov­ 
ernment pamphlets on the ho ­ 
ards of chicken-raising. Only a 
fool would pit himself again t 
such long odds. And the dickens 
of it is, the pamphleteers are 
technically correct. But they ov* 
erlook the possib ility that some 
of the things which might hap­ 
pen may not happen. And they 
ignore the fact that if this hadn't 
b een so in the past there wouldn t 
have b een any survivors to worry 
ab out. .Luck has had more to do 
with survival than knowledge, 
and it prob ab ly will continue to j 
b e that way. 
Apparently 
the 
government 
has not b een sending out many 
pamphlets on how to raise kids, 
or the poulation wouldn't have 
increased: Every child who sur­ 
vived, like every sheep, every 
chicken, every b usinessman and 
dhinchilla, is just plain lucky. Ac - 
cording to the government pam­ 
phleteers, all of us should have 
curled up and died long ago.
